AMMIDOWN  FAMILY. 

It  is  the  iiiirpose,  here  to  give  a brief  genealogical  record 
of  this  family  in  the  United  States. 

It  is  of  French  origin,  of  that  class  known  as  protestants, 
commonly  called  Huguenots. 

The  name  as  found  on  the  records  in  different  places  is 
variously  spelled,  as  Aime^down,  Aitnedowne,  Ammeydowne, 
Amadon,  Arnidon,  and  as  the  writer’s  name  now  stands  at 
the  head  of  this  record  ; but  whatever  may  be  the  ortho- 
graphy, as  found  on  the  records,  it  has  been  ascertained, 
by  extensive  research  and  inquiry,  to  descend  from  one 
common  ancestor,  Roger  Ammidown,  the  name  is  first 
found  on  the  records  of  Salem,  Massachusetts,  then  at  Wey- 
mouth, Boston,  Rehoboth,  Mendon,  Oxford,  Charlton  and 
Southbridge,  in  that  state.  Now,  the  name  may  be  found 
in  nearly  all  the  New  England  states  and  the  middle  and 
western  states,  occasionally. 

So  far  as  ascertained,  the  name  in  western  France,  at 
Rochelle,  Bordeaux,  the  departments  of  Gironde  and 
Charente,  is  Arnidon  and  A macron,  the  latter  is  believed  to 
be  the  correct  French  name. 
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Tlie  French  protestants  in  their  religions  faitli,  were 
followers  of  Lefevre,  Farel,  and  John  Calvin,  who  were  the 
founders  of  the  reformed  church  in  France. 

Tile  struggle  of  this  church  against  the  persecutions  of 
})opery,  were  long  and  severe,  but  under  all  its  discourage- 
ments, it  ])roved  steadfast  to  its  })rinciples,  and  built  up  a 
numerous  body  of  well  organized  Christians,  respected  both 
at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  purity  of  their  character,  their 
industry,  intelligence  and  wisdom,  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
various  })ursuits  in  which  they  were  engaged. 

The  rise,  progress  and  final  destruction  of  the  reformed 
church  of  France,  is  an  interesting  question  for  inquiry. 
Its  final  overthrow  through  the  fanatical  zeal  and  bigotry 
of  Louis  XIV,  is  a remarkable  instance  of  folly,  and  weak- 
ness of  mind,  showing  to  what  extremes  of  cruelty,  persons 
may  be  led  to  perpetrate,  through  the  advice  of  selfish  and 
interested  parties,  in  support  of  what  they  imagine  to  be 
the  cause  of  the  Christian  religion. 

These  inventions  for  cruelty  and  persecution  against  a 
pure  minded  people  for  simply  a difference  in  forms  of  re- 
ligious worship,  and  faith,  are  inconceivable,  with  the  pre- 
sent tolerant  state  of  religous  affairs,  and  the  prevailing 
courtesy  existing  between  different  religious  bodies  of  this 
day.  The  religious  wars  between  the  catholics  and  the 
reformed  religionists,  began  in  1561,  but  severe  persecu- 
tions commenced  under  Francis  I,  at  an  earlier  date,  and 
continued  through  the  reign  of  his  successor  Henry  II,  and 
produced  open  war  through  the  intolerant  acts  and  blood- 
shed, through  the  unwise  counsels  of  the  second  Duke  of 
Guise,  in  the  short  reign  of  Francis  II.  These  wars  con- 
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tinned  with  little  cessation,  more  than  thirty  years,  till 
Henry  IV,  established  the  edict  of  })eace,  known  as  the 
edict  of  Nantes  in  1598. 

Thiswise  arrangement  of  the  religious  affairs  of  the  king- 
dom was  in  advance  of  the  age,  which  added  greatly  to  the 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  that  country,  in  wealth,  general 
intelligence  and  the  improvement  of  the  people. 

This  favorable  condition  of  affairs,  continued  through  a 
period  of  about  twenty ^five  years,  when  the  two  religious 
parties,  by  the  intemperate  zeal  of  their  leading  men,  pro- 
duced again  the  ravages  of  civil  war  ; the  Huguenots  hav- 
ing been  defeated  in  the  open  fields  were  driven  into  their 
stronghold,  the  walled  city  of  Rochelle. 

Cardinal  Richelieu  was  now  the  great  minister  of  Louis 
XIII,  who,  with  the  combined  forces  of  the  kingdom,  laid 
siege  to  this  city,  which  after  a continuance  for  about  fifteen 
months,  and  with  the  loss  of  about  three-fourths  of  its  in- 
habitants, it  surrendered  to  its  papal  enemy,  but  upon  the 
condition  that  the  people  should  not  be  harmed  in  person, 
and  should  be  protected  in  their  religious  faith,  but  their 
other  rights  under  the  edict  of  Nantes,  such  as  their  political, 
military  and  naval  power,  should  be  forever  abolished. ' 


1 Those  who  exiled  themselves  from  the  city  of  Rochelle,  during  this 
siege,  fled  to  diflerent  countries  where  protection  was  given  to  this 
class  of  people,  hut  the  greater  number  went  to  the  Netherlands  and 
England,  and  but  few,  at  this  early  period  of  the  American  colonies, 
came  to  North  America. 

The  large  number  of  Huguenots  who  came  to  the  American  colonies, 
whose  descendants  are  found  in  large  numbers  in  nearly  all  the  ^states 
of  this  union  fled  from  the  persecutions  by  Louis  XIV,  beginning

During  this  long  siege  of  Rochelle,  it  received  aid  from 
England,  support  by  her  ships  of  war  under  the  command 
of  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  and  by  provisions  and  military 
stores.  Many  of  the  inhabitants,  foreseeing  the  hopelessness 
of  their  cause,  and  fearing  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the 
catholics,  sought  and  obtained  passage  by  the  English  ships 
to  that  country;  among  this  class  who  in  1627  and  28  es- 
caped to  England,  was  the  ancestor  of  this  family. 

This  was  in  the  period  of  the  persecution  of  the  Puritans 
for  nonconformity  to  the  formula  of  the  English  church, 
when  many  were  looking  to  the  wilderness  of  North  Ame- 
rica for  their  escape,  and  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  rites  of 
religious  worship.  The  pilgrims,  who, had  fled  to  Holland, 
and  not  satisfied  with  the  laxity  of  religious  ideas  of  their 
Dutch  neighbors,  had  after  twelve  years’  sojourn,  sought 
and  found  homes  on  the  shores  of  Massachusetts  bay  in 
New  England.  This  gave  encouragement  to  the  persecuted 
Puritans,  to  seek  New  England,  for  a like  purpose. 

While  the  siege  of  Rochelle  was  in  progress  the  Puritans 
were  soliciting  of  King  Charles  I,  a charter  for  a colony 
adjoining  this  bay,  which  was  granted  by  the  crown  in 
1628,  when  John  Endicot  was  sent  out  with  the  first  em- 
barkation of  colonists,  who  entered  a port  on  the  north 
shore  of  this  bay  then  known  as  Naumkeak,  which  soon 
received  the  name  of  Salem. 

The  exiled  Huguenots  who  had  escaped  into  England  at 

their  flight,  mostly,  from  about  1660  and  up  to  the  time  of  the  revoca- 
tion of  the  edict  of  Nantes,  in  1685.  For  further  particulars  regarding 
the  causes  that  induced  this  large  number  of  French  protestants  to 
leave  their  country,  see  an  account  of  the  reformation  in  France,  by 
this  author,  in  vol.  i,  of  his  Historical  Collections,  section  i. 
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this  time  readily  assimulated  witli  the  Puritans,  liaviiig  a 
similar  religious  faith,  and  esteemed  it  a privilege  to  unite 
their  fortunes  in  furnishing  the  first  planters  for  this  new 
colony. 

It  is  among  the  first  colonists  of  Massachusetts  that  the 
name  of  Roger  Ammidown  first  appears  of  record  in  Ame- 
rica, in  the  town  of  Salem. 

The  records  of  Salem  previous  to  1636,  were  destroyed  by 
fire,  thus  the  names  of . the  colonists  as  first  recorded,  are 
lost,  and  according  to  the  history  of  Salem  by  Rev.  J.  B. 
Felt,  the  name  of  this  ancestor,  now  appears  in  1637. 

It  is  presumed  that  this  pioneer  of  the  family  removed 
from  Salem  soon  after  this  date,  as  it  is  found  on  the  records 
of  Weymouth,  by  recording  the  birth  of  a child  named 
Sarah,  daughter  of  Roger  Ammidown  and  his  wife  Sarah, 

1 0th  Mo.,  6th,  1640.  After  this  the  name  is  found  on  the 
Boston  records,  by  the  record  of  the  birth  of  another  child, 
Lydia,  daughter  of  Roger  Ammidown  and  his  wife  Sarah, 
born  2d  month  22d,  1643.  This  is  the  first  birth  recorded 
in  alphabetical  order  under  the  letter  A,  in  that  city. 

From  Boston,  it  aj>pears,  that  he  removed  with  a colony 
of  people  of  Weymouth,  to  Rehoboth,  then  a town  in  Ply- 
mouth colony.  These  colonists,  who  founded  the  ancient 
town  of  Rehoboth,  included  the  Rev.  Samuel  Newman  and  ! 
those  of  his  church  and  society.  This  tract  of  land  upon 
which  this  colony  from  Weymouth  settled,  was  first  con- 
tracted for  by  some  people  of  Hingham,  but  transferred  to 
Rev.  Mr.  Newman  and  his  associates,  among  whom  is  found 
the  name  of  Roger  Ammidown.  The  deed  of  conveyance 
of  this  land  is  from  Gov.  William  Bradford,  dated  in  1641.  I 
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The  first  meeting  of  these  planters,  was  held  at  Weymouth, 
in  October,  1643. 

It  was  agreed  at  this  meeting,  that  parties  intending  to 
take  lots  and  settle  upon  them,  should  remove  before  April 
next,  1644,  Avhich  time  may  be  taken  as  the  date  Rehoboth 
was  founded. 

These  proprietors,  to  keep  peace  and  friendship  with  the 
natives,  bought  the  Indian  title  of  the  old  chief  of  the 
( Wampanoags,  Ousamaquin,  known  also  as  Massasoit.  Tiiis 
region,  known  as  the  headquarters  of  this  powerful  class  of 
Indians,  was  known  as  Mount  Hope,  and  this  settlement 
which  took  the  name  Rehoboth  and  incorporated  in  1645, 
was  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  this  Indian  settlement. 

As  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  this  town  Roger 
Ammidown  stands  as  number  forty-three,  and  his  lot  is 
described  as  being  located  between  the  lot  of  Walter 
Palmer  and  the  mill,  and  being  on  the  border  of  Palmer 
river,  which  stream  receives  its  name  from  this  Mr.  Palmer. 

The  territory  of  the  old  town  of  Rehoboth  included  the 
tract  of  land  which  is  now  the  towns  of  Sekonk,  Swansey^ 
Attleboro,  part  of  the  town  of  Cumberland  now  in  Rhode 
Island,  besides  the  present  Rehoboth.  The  first  planters  of 
Rehoboth  settled  near  Palmer  river,  and  on  what  is  now 
1 known  as  Sekonk  plain,  about  six  miles  west  from  the  center 
village  of  Rehoboth  as  the  town  is  now  found. 

The  particular  locality  of  the  house  and  lot  of  Roger 
Ammidown,  was  ascertained,  by  the  recorded  contract  with 
William  Sabin,  under  date  Oct.  18,  1660,  who  agreed  to 
build  a bridge  across  Palmer  river. 

This  agreement  is  as  follows  : 
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“William  Sabin,  at  a town  meeting,  lawfully  warned  did 
agree  with  ye  town  to  make  ye  mill  bridge  across  Palmer 
river  and  ye  highway  as  far  as  the  foot  of  ye  hill  by  Good- 
man xVmmidown’s,  and  to  maintain  it  for  forty  a year,  for 
twenty  years,  and  to  have  4tli  of  his  pay  ready  down.” 

This  writer,  by  inquiry  of  the  town  clerk  of  Kehoboth, 
ascertained  the  locality  of  this  bridge  (as  the  town  is  now 
restricted  in  its  limits),  on  the  road  across  l^alrner  river 
leading  to  the  town  of  Sekonk.  The  road  or  highway  which 
Wm.  Sabin  agreed  to  build,  extended  westerly  from  the 
bridge,  as  is  judged,  about  one-fourth  of  a mile  in  the 
direction  of  Sekonk  plain,  where  the  ground  rises,  and  there 
on  the  right  going  westerly  towards  the  plain  is  su})posed  to 
be  the  homestead  of  this  first  ancestor,  and  the  place  of  his 
decease,  which  is  recorded  on  Kehoboth  records  in  language 
as  follows  : Roger  Ammidown  was  buried  ye  13th  of  Nov. 
1673  and  a little  before  is  recorded.  Good  lady  Ammidown 
was  buried /une  20,  1668.^ 


^ The  appellation  good  man  and  good  lady,  was  very  common  in 
this  early  period  of  New  England  history,  and  is  believed  to  have  no 
other  significence  than  honor  or  respect  for  old  age. 

Kehoboth  was  one  of  the  early  plantations,  in  this  part  of  Plymouth 
colony,  now,  the  south  part  of  Massachusetts  being  annexed  to  the 
latter  colony  by  the  William  and  Mary  charter  of  1693. 

This  Roger  Ammidown,  was  no  doubt  an  acquaintance  or  had  seen 
William  Blackstone,  who  was  the  first  European  who  made  a settle- 
ment upon  the  Tri  mountain  peninsula,  now  Boston,  then  known  in 
1633  as  Sliawmut,  but  who  left  his  plantation,  there,  for  the  reason,  as 
stated,  that  he  did  not  like  the  Lord  Bretheren,  and  that  he  came  from 
England  because  he  did  not  approve  of  the  doings  of  the  Lord  Bishops . 
Mr.  Blackstone  is  reported  as  having  been  a clergyman  of  tbe  Church 
2 
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The  imiiiber  of  children,  had  by  this  Mr.  Ammidown  and 
his  wife  Sarah,  has  not  been  fully  and  satisfactorily  ascer- 
tained. Besides  Sarah  and  Lydia,  of  whom  nothing  further 
has  been  discovered,  there  were  Roger  Jun.,  and  Ebenezer, 
and  a daughter  Joanna  born  Sept.  20,  1652,  as  appears  on 
the  records  of  Rehoboth. 

It  is  also  found  on  these  records  that  Roger  Ammidown 
Jr.,  married,  Dec.  27th,  1666,  Joanna  Harwood.  Their 
children  are  recorded  : 


of  England  troni  Wales  and  removed  from  Boston  in  1633,  going  into 
an  unbroken  wilderness,  and  settled  on  a rise  of  land  which  he  named 
Study  hill,  on  the  banks  of  the  Cuttetuck,  or  Nipmuck  river,  which 
from  this  secluded  pioneer,  received  its  name,  and  has  since  been 
known  as  Blackstone  river.  Also  Roger  Williams,  who  when  banished 
from  Massachusetts,  first  located  within  the  territory  afterwards 
granted  tor  Warren,  but  by  a notice  from  Gov.  \\'m.  Bradford,  that  he 
was  within  the  limits  of  his  colony,  and  that  to  please  his  Massachu- 
setts friends  advised  him  to  remove  still  further,  and  out  of  Plymouth 
colony,  then  they  would  live  as  loving  friends.  Thus  in  1636,  this  man, 
two  hundred  years,  in  advance  of  the  age  in  the  true  principles  of  the 
Christian  religion,  removed  across  the  Pawtucket  on  to  the  borders  of 
a branch  of  Narragansett  bay  and  founded  Providence,  and  the  colony 
of  Rhod  Island.  His  friend  William  Coddington,  two  years  later 
followed  him  who  he  advised  to  purchase  of  the  Indians  Aquednick, 
wiiere  he  settled  and  founded  the  first  plantation  on  the  island  of 
Rhode  Island  at  Portsmouth,  near  Newport  in  1638. 

Time  has  shown  the  folly  of  bigotry  and  persecutions  in  matters  of 
religious  faith,  and  how  futile  all  such  actions  are  for  staying  the  pro- 
gress of  trutli  and  the  right.  The  grand  principle  of  the  freedom  of 
thought  is  not  to  be  bounded  by  religious  dogma  ; its  only  true  limit 
is  the  extent  of  knowledge  possessed  by  the  human  mind.  Who  can 
estimate  the  value  and  effect  upon  the  human  race,  of  a mind  like  that 
of  Roger  Williams.

Tliis  Roger,  died  not  long  after  this  time,  a.*^  it  is  recorded 
that  liis  widow  participated  in  the  division  of  the  pro])rie- 
tary  lands  in  1684,  and  by  the  records,  the  widow  died  soon 
after  this  last  date,  as  in  a further  division  these  sons, 
Philip  and  Henry,  are  described  as  orphan  children,  and 
are  represented  in  the  division  of  1689,  in  the  name  of  a 
Mr.  Savao’e.  ' 

This  Philip  Ammidown,  married  Mehetable , date 

and  sir  name  not  given,  but  the  birth  of  two  children  are 
given  : 

Henry,  born  February  8,  1698  ; married  Mellatiah,  no  date. 

Roger,  born  February,  1700  ; married  Elizabeth  Hawkins,  Oct.  27, 1731. 

This  wife  Mehetable  dies  at  Kehoboth,  and  Philip  her 
husband,  removes  to  Mendon,  and  there  is  married  to  Ethe- 
more  Warfield,  no  date,  but  their  children  are  recorded  on 
Mendon  Records  as  follows  : Children  of  Philip  Ammidown 
and  his  wife  Ethemore  :

This  Philip  and  his  family  removed  to  Oxford  and  became 
a proprietor  in  the  English  settlement  of  that  town. 

At  Oxford,  he  bought  a part  of  the  proprietary  right 
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of  Benjamin  Chamberlain,  who  subsequently  married  his 
daughter,  Mary.  Philip  and  his  wife  are  recorded  as  mem- 
bers of  tlie  first  cliurch  in  this  town,  when  it  was  formed 
at  the  time  of  the  settlement  of  tlieir  first  minister,  March 
1,  1721,  the  Rev.  John  Campbell.'  This  Philip  born  at 
Rehoboth  January  26,  1669,  removed  to  Mendon,  thence  to 
Oxford,  died  here  March  15,  1747,  aged  78. 

Children  of  Henry,  who  was  born  at  Rehoboth  February 
8,  1698,  and  his  wife  Mellatiah  Cheney,  who  were  married 
March  31,  1718.  See  Oxford  Records  ;

Melietable,  born  January  15,  1723. 

Mellatiah,  born  February,  1725. 

Henry,  born  May  3,  1727. 

Nothing  further  of  this  family  has  been  traced. 

Roger  Ammidown,  son  of  Philip,  born  1700,  married  at 
Oxford,  Elizabeth  Huckins,  Oct.  27,  1731.  Their  children:

RUSSEL  FAMILY. 

Silvia  Ammidown,  married  Jonathan  Russel,  in  1796. 
He  was  born  1771  ; died  at  Milton,  Mass.,  Feb.  16,  1832. 
He  was  a graduate  of  Brown  University,  1791;  studied  law, 
but  devoted  his  early  life  to  commercial  business,  was  an 
accomplished  and  effective  writer  and  an  active  politician.

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was  several  years  United  States  minister  at  Sweden,  and  was 
one  of  tlie  commissioners,  wlio  signed  tlie  treaty  of  peace 
with  Great  Britain,  at  Ghent,  in  1814;  a member  of  congress 
1821  and  23. 

This  Mr.  Russel  was  connected  in  business  for  a time 
with  the  Perkins  of  Boston,  and  his  brother-in-law,  Mr.  Otis 
Amniidown,  held  the  position  as  agent  for  the  company  in 
Europe,  at  Bordeaux  and  vicinity.'  Children  of  Silvia 
Ammidown  and  Jonathan  Russel  ;

This  family  resided  in  the  west  part  of  Oxford,  which 
was  set  off  and  incorporated  the  town  of  Charlton,  in  1754. 

Their  location  being  in  the  south  part  of  the  territory,  it 
was  included  in  that  part  of  Charlton,  which  was  taken  and 
united  with  the  southeast  part  of  Sturbridge,  and  the  west 
part  of  Dudley,  to  form  the  town  of  Southbridge  in  1816. 

Tliis  name  appears  on  the  records  of  deeds  in  the  county 
of  Worcester,  soon  after  it  was  incorporated  in  1731,  and 
the  name  often  appears  on  the  records  for  deeds  in  the 
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county  of  Suffolk,  much  earlier,  than  the  date  of  incorpora- 
tion of  Worcester  county.  ‘ 

There  are  two  deeds  as  grantees  in  name  of  Philip  Am- 
midown and  his  son  Caleb  Ammidown  dated  I'ZGO,  showing 
when  they  bought  and  located  on  the  hill  in  the  east  part 
of  Southbridge.  Those  deeds  were  witnessed,  and  acknow- 
ledged before  Moses  Marcy. 

This  land  is  a part  of  the  land  recently  owned  and  known 
as  the  farms  of  the  late  Luther  Ammidown  and  Maj.  Calvin 
Ammidown;  one  deed  is  from  Joseph  Putney  and  the  other 
from  Joseph  Sabin,  two  of  the  first  settlers  in  the  town  of 
Dudley.

Caleb  Ammidown  of  Charlton  was  a man  of  considerable 
distinction,  whose  time  was  largely  engaged  in  public  af- 
fairs. Gov.  Washburn,  in  his  valuable  history  of  the  town 
of  Leicester,  refers  to  this  Mr.  Ammidown  in  the  connection 

^ Suffolk  county,  before  the  incorporation  of  the  county  of  Worcester, 
included  the  south  part  of  this  last  earned  county,  including  Wood- 
stock,  now  a town  in  Connecticut;  thus  all  deeds  of  land  before  1731, 
in  this  section  of  country  are  found  on  the  Suffolk  county  records. 
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as  one  of  the  contributors  for  founding  Leicester  Academy, 
as  follows  : 

“ Caleb  Animidown  was  of  a class  of  men  which 
were  once  scattered  through  the  country,  whose  independ- 
ence of  thought  and  opinion  gave  character  and  consist- 
ency to  public  sentiment  of  the  community  at  large. 

“ Though  these  men  had  little  other  training  than  the 
development  which  circumstances  produced,  the  lack  of 
education  was  more  than  supplied  by  the  strong  common 
sense  which  had  been  disciplined  in  the  school  of  necessity. 
Though  the  more  limited  sphere  of  Mr.  Ammidown  was 
circumscribed  within  the  limits  of  a single  town,  yet  his 
influence  was  felt,  and  his  name  and  character  were  known 
through  a much  wider  circuit. 

“ As  a land  surveyor,  he  was  engaged  by  the  government 
in  surveying  the  confiscated  estates  of  the  refugees  of  the 
Revolution. 

“For  many  years  he  was  a member  of  the  legislature,  and 
as  such,  was  a strong  supporter  of  the  government  during 
the  Shay  rebellion,  as  it  was  called. 

“ Among  the  other  responsible  oflices  he  was  called  to 
fill,  was  that  of  excise  master  for  the  county  of  Worcester, 
after  the  close  of  the  Revolution.”  >

Benjamin  Sabin  above,  born  Dec.  2d,  1673,  boug’ht  here 
of  Hon.  William  Dudley,  Sept.  26th,  1730,  two  hundred  and 
nine  acres,  and  sold  part  to  his  brother  Ebenezer,  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two  acres,  Jan.  8,  1732,  and  Ebenezer  Sabin 
sold  to  his  son  Joseph,  above,  same  land  March  28th,  1733, 
as  part  of  his  estate. 

This  Joseph  Sabin,  sold  fifty  acres  of  the  north  part  of 
his  farm,  bounded  south  and  west  on  the  Quinaboag,  to 
Caleb  Ammidown,  August  21,  1760,  this  fifty  acres  being 
in  Charlton,  and  bounded  south  on  Dudley  line.

This  grant  of  New  Medfield,  became  Sturbridge  in 
1738,  and  this  vicinity  was  included  in  that  part  of  Stur- 
bridge, which  with  parts  of  Dudley  and  Charlton,  was 
made  the  town  of  Southb ridge,  in  1816. 


EDWARD  MORRIS. 

.Ml’.  Morris  was  another  of  the  founders  of  Woodstock, 
he  is  known  in  the  records  of  this  town  as  Deacon  Edward 
Morris,  the  first  deacon,  in  the  first  church  and  religious 
society  here.

by  deed  dated  April  27,  1789,  including  grist  mill,  saAV  mill 
and  dwelling  house  and  several  barns  and  other  out  build- 
ings, for  the  sum  of  £1000. 

The  grandson  known  as  Capt.  Jedediah  Marcy,  and  son 
of  the  former  Jedediah  of  Dudley,  moved  to  the  late  resi- 
dence of  his  grandfather,  then  in  Sturbridge,  but  now  in 
the  center  village  of  Southbridge,  married  Ruth  Lamed 
March,  1782,  who  was  born  at  Dudley  ^^^ovember  24,  1765.

George  Sumner  and  Mr.  Zebina  Abbot,  settled 
in  the  Poll  parish  knoAvn  as  Honest  Town;  subsequently  in 
1816,  Southbridge,  the  latter  in  1798,  and  the  former  1803. 
iMr.  Abbott  Avas  a clothier  and  avooI  carder,  and  Mr.  Sumner 
folloAved  and  joined  his  brother-in-laAv  in  the  business  jointly, 
but  soon  after  took  also  the  share  of  Mr.  Abbott,  A\^ho 
moved  from  the  parish. 

He  married  (Margaret  Burt  of  Brimfield,  3Iarch  3,  1808; 
she  died  Oct.  16,  1826,  by  Avhom  he  had  ten  children.  He 
married  a second  wife  the  AvidoAA^  of  Samuel  Lewis  Newell, 
March  4,  1830,  b}*  Avhom  he  had  five  children.  Of  the  first
